In his annual report, published in the 
September number of “The Alumnus,” 
President Bragg of the Alumni Associa¬ 
tion made the follow- 
Progress ing recommendations: 

(1) that a register of 
all former students, with their present ad¬ 
dresses, be made; (2) that permanent 
headquarters, including office for the 
Alumni Association officers and “The 
Alumnus,” be established; (3) that an 
alumni building be erected; (4) that ar¬ 
rangements be made by which all Alum¬ 
ni may participate in elections of Alumni 
Association officers, whether they can 
come to the annual meetings or not; (5) 
that “The Auburn Alumnus” be given the 
hearty support of Auburn men; (6) that 
all Auburn men, if possible, take life 
membership in the Association; (7) that 
the Board of Trustees be urged to build a 
mansion for the president at an early 
date. No doubt a report of progress will 
be made on several of these questions, 
next month. 


One of the recommendations—the plan 
to give all members of the Association a 
voice in its affairs—should be placed be¬ 
fore the annual meet- 
A Vote for ing in June for adop- 
Every Member tion. In order to get 
the matter before all 
concerned, the Alumnus begs to submit 
the following amendment to the consti¬ 
tution : 

Article VIII. Elections: 

Section 1. The Executive Committee 
shall elect annually, not later than April 
1, a committee whose duty it shall be to 
suggest to the members of the association, 
names for nomination to the offices of 
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President, Vice-President, and Secretary- 
Treasurer, in number not less than three 
or more than four for each office, to be 
filled, and to circulate them by mail 
among the members of the Association. 

Section 2. The two names receiving 
the largest number of votes shall be 
placed before the annual meeting in June 
for election by ballot. 


The Auburn Alumni of New Orleans are 
setting a worthy example to their fellow 
Alumni in other cities.

We believe this plan can be carried out 
in many other places. Even staid old 
Boston, busy New York, and leisurely 
Washington might meet in this way at 
least once a month. Birmingham, Mont¬ 
gomery, Mobile, Atlanta, to say nothing of 
smaller cities, could marshal scores of 
loyal Auburn men at such meetings. The 
Alumnus would like to see the plan tried 
in every city where two or three Auburn 
men can get together.

RUFUS KING FITZHUGH. 


Rufus King Fitzhugh, ’74, died sudden¬ 
ly at his home in Augusta, Arkansas, on 
April 18. Most of his life was spent in 
Woodruff County, Arkansas, where his 
parents moved when he was a child. 
At the age of twenty-two he was gradu¬ 
ated from the Alabama Polytechnic In¬ 
stitute, receiving the degree of Bachelor 
of Science.

He was a subscriber of the Alumnus 
and a loyal son of “Old Auburn.” The 
Augusta Free Press, in praising his loy¬ 
alty to his family and friends, says, 
“Quiet and unobtrusive in his manners, 
he avoided friction and the finding of 
flaws in his fellow man.” One may 
go a long way and not find a better 
rule of life.

He 
became, almost immediately, acting As¬ 
sistant Surgeon, U. S. A. After a short 
residence as House Surgeon in the Brook¬ 
lyn City Hospital, he became Visiting 
Physician of the City Hospital in Mobile, 
Ala., and later physician and surgeon in 
that city. At present he is Alabama State 
Prison Inspector. Every now and then 
we read in the papers that a prison is 
condemned on account of poor sanitary 
conditions, and that the prisoners are 
ordered to another prison until their own 
is put in good shape. That is his work. A 
few days ago he spoke before the Memphis 
meeting of the National Conference of 
Charities and Corrections on “The Coun¬ 
ty Jail,” discussing jail conditions in Ala¬ 
bama and the work of the Prison Inspect¬ 
ing Department in improving conditions. 
He is not only one of the state’s most 
important officers, but one of the most 
efficient. 
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Chas. A. Brown, ’92, is now Principal 
of the Birmingham High School. After 
graduation, he spent one year at Auburn, 
as tutor and post-graduate student, tak¬ 
ing his professional degree in engineer¬ 
ing in 1893. Beginning with the next 
session he was a teacher in the Birming¬ 
ham High School until 1897, when he 
became Principal of the Henly School. 
When the principal ship of the high school 
became vacant in 1907, he was elected 
to that position. Soon after his promo¬ 
tion, he made a series of visits to study 
the high schools of the North and Middle 
West. He has been President of the Ala¬ 
bama Association of High Schools and 
was elected last month, as a member of 
the Executive Committee of the Alabama 
Educational Association. 

Brown is, without a question, one of 
Alabama’s leading educators and is hardly 
surpassed in the South in training, fit 
ness, and ability as a high school man. 
The institution under his care has as 
many departments as a college and has 
more students than any college in the 
state. Furthermore, it may be questioned 
whether our colleges meet the industrial 
and cultural demands of the state as well 
as Birmingham High School answers the 
needs of the fourteen hundred boys and 
girls on its rolls. 


CLARENCE N. JONES. 

Clarence N. Jones, of Montgomery, died 
Saturday, May 23rd, after a brief illness 
and an operation. He leaves a wife, a 
son, and a daughter. 

He was president of the Dixie Electric 


Company and was one of the most promi¬ 
nent and popular among the young busi¬ 
ness men of Montgomery. He was a dea¬ 
con in the First Baptist church, of which 
he was an active member and also took 
a keen interest in the Young Men’s Chris¬ 
tian Association, being a member of the 
board of directors. 

While in college he was a popular 
student and athlete, taking part in nearly 
all student activities. In his death Au¬ 
burn loses one of her most devoted sons. 


HENRY HEARST KYSER. 

Birmingham Age-Herald. 

Auburn alumni were especially shock¬ 
ed by the tragic death of Henry H. Kyser 
in the recent fire. Mr. Kyser was 
one of the most popular men who ever 
attended Auburn and delegations from 
the alumni and from the facultv of the 
institution attended, on May 12, his fun¬ 
eral at Talladega. 

Martin J. Lide, the well known elec- 
Irical engineer, was for many years Mr. 
Kyser’s intimate friend and speaking for 
the Auburn alumni he paid him the fol¬ 
lowing tribute: 

“The tragic death of Henry H. Kyser, 
familiarly and affectionately known as 
“Sport Kyser,” at the disastrous fire Fri¬ 
day afternoon, was a sad blow to his 
many devoted friends. 

“Mr. Kyser was one of the most lov¬ 
able characters the writer has ever known 
and was deservedly one of the most 
popular men who has ever graduated 
from Auburn. He was reared in Talla¬ 
dega, graduated from the Alabama Poly¬ 
technic Institute in 1895, and was a 
post-graduate in 1896, an instructor in 
physics and electricity until 1901 and 
was assistant professor of electrical en¬ 
gineering at Clemson College, S. C., 1901 
to 1903. Leaving Clemson College he 
took a post-graduate course in electrical 
engineering at the University of Wis¬ 
consin. 

“Here the excellence of his work at¬ 
tracted the attention of the professor of 
electrical engineering, Dougald C. Jack- 
son, who was also a consulting engineer 
of distinction, and led to his being trans¬ 
ferred to the engineering office of Pro¬ 
fessor Jackson in Chicago, where he was 
engaged in special research work for 
two years. 

“Mr. Kyser moved to Birmingham 
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about six years ago and became asso¬ 
ciated with the writer as consulting en¬ 
gineer for a period of about four years. 
About two years ago he accepted his 
last position as technical expert and 
high efficiency man with the Birmingham 
Railwey, Light and Power Company 
which has culimnated in his sad and un¬ 
timely death. 

“In physique Mr. Kyser was an ath¬ 
lete, in disposition he was generous, 
friendly and lovable; in mind he was 
the well trained and well stored student, 
and in character he was a gentleman of 
the finest type. 

“His distinguishing traits of disposi¬ 
tion and character were his untiring 
energy, cheerfulness and happiness, his 
readiness to make and keep friends, liis 
uniform courtesy and kindliness, his ex¬ 
treme modesty, his generosity and unsel¬ 
fishness, his fairness and sense of jus¬ 
tice, and his high sense of honor. Gift¬ 
ed and yet modest, modest and yet cour¬ 
ageous, courageous and yet kindly. I 
know of no tribute to his memory more 
fitting than the last farewell to Hamlet: 

“ ‘Good night, sweet prince, and chor¬ 
us of angels sing thee to thy rest.’ ”
